Of tho income from the Mohsin Endowment, one- 
half, roughly speaking, is appropriated for the maintenance of Madrassas 
for the study of Arabic and Persian, and one-half for scholarships tenable 
in English schools and colleges, and for part-payment of tho fees of 
Mahomedan scholars in those institutions. Jt was, as you remark, the 
view of Governmont in 1873 that tho intentions of tho founder of the Mohsin 
Endowment would be beat fulfilléd by providing, firat of all,in the Mohsin schools, 
for instruction in Arabic and Persian and a reasonable amount of. Mahomedan 
law and literature, and, after that, by affording facilities for the study of English 
and physical scicnce to students who might wish to take up these subjects. This 
view bas been acted upon ever since ; the teaching of English being, not enforeed 
but, allowed in those mofussil Madrassas in which any strong desire has been 
manifested for instruction in that language. In the Calcutta Madrassa 
also, which does not derive its fuuds from the Mohsin Endowment, the 
same principle has been followed. There is an Arabic Department for one 
class of students, and an Anglo-Persian Department for the other, The policy 
of Government bas been, in the one department, to teach the Mahomedans their 
Oriental languages after their own fashion, with the object of satisfying “ the 
requirements of their religion, their idea of a liberal education, and the genuine 
demand for Oriental learning for its own sake, and not as a means of gaining 
profit and cmployment;” and, in the other de partment, t» provide every facility 
for enabling them to learn English and Western science if they choose to do 
so. ‘To this poliey the Licutenant-Governor thinks that we must still practically 
adhere. Syed Amecr Hossein would reform the Arabie course in the Caleutta 
Madrassa in accordance with modern notions. Bul,as is pointed out by you, 
that course was laid down, after consideration by repeated committecs, as the 
only one Oriental students really care for. A strong desire tor a purely 
Oriental edueation still prevails among the Mahomedans of Bengal, especially 
in the Eastern districts, and the repeated failure of tie late Mr. Blochman’s 
efforts to introduce modern subjocts into the course of the Arabic Department, 
from the opposition or passive resistance of the students, shows that it is as 
yet premature to attempt any material change in the present system. 

4, Syed Ameer [Hossein bases his proposals in respect of the Hooghly, 
Chittagong, and Rajshahye Madrassas on their alleged want of success, judging 
them apparently by their character as English-te ‘aching schools. ‘The 
Lieutenant-Governor agrees with you that it would be a mistake to mako any 
change in the preseat scale of the Chittagony and Rajshahye Madrassas, 
which are certainly far from being failures. In the case of Hooghly failure 
must be admitted. That Madrassai has, in fact, been maintained for some 
years past chichy through a scutimental reluctance to close it, on account 
of Mahomed Mohsin’s conucction with the town. The branch Madrassa. at 
Foraghat, which appears to have already met with somo success, may have 
the effect of reviving the Hooghly Institution ; butif it does not do so within 
a reasonable time, the question of closing this Madvassa must be seriously 
considered. 

5. The Licutenant-Govcrnor agrees with you that the proposal to establish 
in Caleutta a ‘special college for Mahomedans cannot be entertained. Syod 
Ameer Hossein believes that this measure could be earried out without 
additional expenditure, by the mere redistribution of the funds specially set: 
apart for Mahomedan education. He estimates the cost of the new college at 
from Res. 50,000 to Its, 60,000 per annum, and this sum ho would provide by 
the abolition of the Hooghly Madrasaa,and the reduction of the Chittagong and 
Rajshahye Madrassas, ‘and by transferring a portion of the grants now 
made for scholarships andffor the paynteut of the schooling fees of Mahomedan 
students. The Licutenant-Governor “is, however, opposed to the reduction of 
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the Chittagong and Rajshahye Madrassas, and he thinks it best not to sanction 
the immediate closing of the Hooghly Madrassa. Tle is also entiroly opposed 

to the withdrawal of any portion of the grants for scholarships and for the pay- 

ment of schooling fees. These grants are of the utmost benctit to Mahomedan 

students in various parts of the country, and there is perhaps no way 

in which the proceeds of the Mohsin Endowment could be more usefully and” 
appropriately spent. It is clear, therefore, that the proposed college could 

be maintained only at the cost of the gencral revenues. But. no case is in fact 

made out to justify the grant of public moncy for such an institution. 

6. You point out correctly in your letter under acknowledgment that tho 
Presidency Coilege was established with the purpose of providing an academical 
education for Mahomedans as wellas ILindus, and that the Mahomedan com. 
munity.cannot reasonably put forwardaclaim to have a separate college for 
students of that persussion. In tho letter of the 21st October 1853, conveying - 
to the Council of Education the views of the Government of Bengal on the 
question of establishing a college for all erecds in Calcutta by developing 
the English Department of the Hindu College into a “Presidency College,” 
reference was made to the failure of the English Department of the Caleutta 
Madrassa, and it was remarked of tho wholeseheme of the now college— 


“The Hindu of maturer ago will have the means of parsning his studies in the highest 
branches of Hindu learning ai the Sanskrit College, and the Mussuliman youth may in like 
manner follow up his studies in tho preuliar learning of his sect in the Arabic College, 
and both of these classes of young men, together with young men of every other elass, will 
have an institution where they may obtain the instruclion they desite in every branch. 
of gensral acquirement offered to them in the new Presideney College.” 









This extract shows clearly that, in establishing the Presidency College, the 
Government had in view the provision of a collegiate institution for the benefit 
of the Mahomedan as mu for the benefit of the Hindu community. 

7. But apart from this fact, ther ms to be no real need for a separate 
college for Mahomedans. The number likely to benefit from such an instita- 
tion would, you report, bo no more than about 20 at any time. The Mahom- 
edan students serually rending in the Caleutta eolloges are below that 
number, while throughout Bengal about 32 students only pass the Entranee 
Examination annually, out of whom barely 20 could be expeeted to enter the 
special college in Calcutta, aftcr allowance is made for those who would 
naturally join the mofussil colleges. It is manifestly out of the question 
to establish a sepavate college for this small number. Moreover, such an 
institution would be of doubtful advantage to Mahomedan students from an 
educational point of view. It would be impossible for the Government to 
sanction a large or highly-paid staff for it, and the students would thus he 
practically deprived of the superior teaching which they can now obtain at the 
large Colleges alrcady in existence, with their full and thoroughly qualified 
staff of professors. 

8. The chief reason for the proposal to establish a college in the Madrassa 

ypears to lie inthe inconvenience and expense in conveyance to which the 
Mehomedan students attending the Presideney College are put in conse- 
quence of the distanec of that college from tho Mahomedan quarter of the 
town. This ground of complaint will, the lieutenant-Governor thinks, bo fully 
met by the simple measure which you propose, of extending to Mahomedans 
studying in the St. Kavior’s and othcr Calcutta Colleges the privilege which the 
Mahomedan students ot the Presidency College now enjoy, of having two-thirds 
of their fees paid from the Mohsin Fund, and he accordingly sanctions this 
proposal, ‘ : : P 7 

9. Syud Ameer Hossein makes various minor suggestions for improving 
the internal management and discipline of the Calcutta Madrassa. On these 
you'promise further report, and this will bo awaitcd. The Licutemant- 
Governor, however, desires that you will appoint a committce to consider 
“whether: the boarding arrangements at the Madrassa could not be so far 
fmproved and developed that Mahomedan boys having scholarships, or having 
‘een already educated for a certain number of years at the Madrassa, or at any 
‘of the Mohsin Endowment schools, should be able to board there whilo contin- 

‘ning their studies at the Presideney or at auy other Calcutta College. .

Reserving for separate consideration the question of bringing the Act 
into operation in tho outports of Orissa and Chittagong, the Licutenant- 
Governvt is pleased to issue the following orders with reference to the enforce- 
ment ofits provisions in the Port of Calcutta and its approaches. 
“<0 9.” The most important part of the Act is Chapter II, by which very 
sve powers of dealing with and detaining unsafe ships are confoxred 
min the Eogd.Goyerament. « Under section 53, these powers may, with-certain 
; ang subject to an conditions or limitations, be delegated by the 
rermmeut, to. an: a of Port Commissioners or Port Trustegs 5 
Glin gs ation delegatizig-these-powers remains in force, all, eoats 
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and damages, which would otherwise be recoverable under the Act by or from 
the Government, aro recoverable by or from such Port Commissioners or 
Trustees. Tho Port Commissioners of Calcutta having expressed themselves 
ready to accopt the responsibility of working this portion of the Act within 
their own jurisdiction, the Lieutenant-Governor, with the approval of the 
Government of India, directs the issue of a notification specially extending the 
provisions of section 7 tv tho Port of Calcutta, and delegating to the Port 
Commissioners all funetions of thc Local Government under Chapter LL of the 
Act, excopt the powers conferred by section 14, the power of preparing @ Hat 
of assessors under soction 15, and the power of making Tulos, subjéct, however, 
to the following special conditions and restrictions :— 
1st—The appointments of detaining officers under section 11 shall be 
subject to the approval of the Local Government. 
2nd—A copy of every report mado to the Port Commissioners by 
the Court of Survey under scetion 22 shall be submitted for 
the information of the Local Government. 
3rd.—Any list of scientifie referces drawn up by the Port Commissioners 
under section 24 shall be submitted for the approval of the 
Local Government. 

3. A Court of Survey is constituted under section 18 of the Act, and is to 
consist of a Judge sitting with two assessors. The Jadgo of the Marine 
Court, who is always a Presidency Magistrate, will bo appointed Judge 
of the Court of Survey ho duties will not add materially to his work, 
and the Licutenant-Governor is of opinion that he should” perform the 
dutics of both Courts on his existing pay. Under scction 15, the Port 
Commissioners will appoint, either generally or in cach casc, unc of the two 
assessors, and the other may be summoned by the Judge out of alist of persons 
prepared for the purpose published by the local Government. If no sueh list 
is in existence, the Judge will appoint the second assessor in each case. The 
Lieutenant-Governor finds that there are practical difficulties in the way of 
preparing a list of persons qualified to act as a ors, and on the whole thinks 
it better not to attempt todo sv, The Judge will always be able, with the 
assistance of tho partics, to find a preper person to act as assessor. Draft 
rules for the guidance of the Court under section 28 Lave been submitted for 
the approval of the Governor-General in Council. 

4, A communication has been received from the Government of India 
regarding tho enforcemont of the provisions of Chapter ITI of the Act (relat- 
ing to distressed seamen), and that matter will be separately dealt with. 

5. Chapter IV of the Act relates to ‘‘ship surveyors.” Sectioti 68 em- 
powers the local Government to appoint examiners to investigate the qualifica- 
tions of persons desirous of practising as ship surveyors, and to make rules— 

(a) for the conduct of such cxaminations and the qualifications to be 
required ; 2 

(2) for the grant of certificates to qualified persons; 

(c) for the fees to be paid for such examinations and certificates ; 

(4) for holding enquiries into charges of incompetency and misconduct 
on the part of holders of such certificates ; and 

(e) for the suspension and cancelment of such certificates, 

By section 69, no person not holding a certificate under section 68 can 
practise in any port where a certificated surveyor exists, provided that nothin, 
in the section is to prevent any person employed by Lloyd’s Register of Britis 
and Foreign Shipping or Bureau Veritas from discharging any of the dutics of 
such employment, or isto apply to any person specially exempted by the Local 
Government from the operation of the section. 

6. As theso sections are drafted, it would seem that only holdéts of 
certificates under section 68 can be made responsible for incompeétency and. 
misconduct, and that any surveyor exempted by the Local Government wider 
section 69 is, as far ag this Act goos, absolutely irresponisiblo, sinéy’ ‘ruled’ 
under section 68(¢)'cannot possibly affect him. Moreover, a surveyor dpycially’ 
exempted can practise his: profession generally without “being amenabil-ies the 
rulos' under section 68; while the'surveyors of Lloyds and Veritas only benefit 
by the special exemption of section’ 69 “ while ‘dischar; ‘the’ duties of aati: 
e ynrent,” and not when‘engaged in their’ ptiva ay 
Itewas always desired by: this Government, “By the ‘Port Commi 
by, the: Chamber of Commerce, that, whilb’ th&ré! stituld’be' vA 
Saanoe with Cideorocuied Sf tease ote tow" Attia? workiiy 
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such surveyors should bo certificated and be made responsiblo for their actions, 
and be held liable to have their certificates withdrawn if proved to be incom. 
petent or guilty of misconduct. The Port Commissioners have, it is bolioved 
good reason for their prosont recommondation that “no surveyors should be 
exempted from the operation of section 69.” The Licutenant-Governor agrees 
with the Port Commissioners that every surveyor in general practice shold 
hold a certificate and be amenable to the rules under section 68 (d) and (e); 
but he thinks that the rules under clauses (a), (4), and (c) of that section 
should be so framed as to enable all surveyors now established in practice 
to get a certificate as a matter of course. Reserving for the present the 
framing of rules for the examination of persons proposing to commence practice 
as ship surveyors in Calcutta, the Lioutenant-Governor, with the sanction of 
the Governor-General in Couneil, is pleased to lay down the following ad interim 
rules under section 68 of the Act:— 

1. A Bonrd, consisting of tho following members, is nppointed for the purposo of 
examining the qualifications of, and granting certifientes tu, ship sucveyors now actually 
practising in tho Port of Caleutta:— 

The Vice-Chairman of the Port Commissioners of Caleutta. 
Tho Port. Officer of Calcutta. 

The Chief Engincer, Government Dockyard, Kidderpore. 
‘Tho Master Buildor, ditto. ‘ditto. 

2. Tho Board will proceed without delay t, take up the duty ontrusted to them, 
giving due and separato notieg to all ship surveyors whom thoy may know to bo now 
practising in the port, and inserting a genera! notico to such candidates in the Cadeutte Gazette, 
and in the throo lead taily newspapers of the Presidency. ‘They will make their own 
arrangements as to tho time and qlee nt which their si’tings shall be held. 

3. No test n_ of the knowledge of any such caudidaty shail bo necessary, but the 
Board shall accept, as suilicient evidence of qualification, proof that such eandidate for a certi- 
fivato is actually practising as a surveyor to any recognized Register of Shipping, or that 
he has boon pao ng as surveyor to any Insurauco Company for over two years. 

4, On being furnished with such proof, the Board shall grant the candidate a certificate 
in the following terms: 

« Cortified, under section 68 of Act VII of 1880, that A B is ‘qualified to practice tho 
profession of a ship surveyor in tho Port of Calcutta.

5. No fee shall be charged for such certificate. 

6. ‘The surveyors employed by Lloyd’s Registor of British and Foreign Shipping and 
Bureau Veritas aro, under section 69 of the Act, specially exemptod from tho provisions of 
section GS, but only while “discharging tho dutics of such employmont.” Any such 
surveyor eugaging in private practico is requized to take out « certifioato undor theso rules. 

Enquiries into charges of misconduct or ineou.peteaco on the part of surveyors 
cortified under these rules shall bo conducted by tho Court of Survoy «ppointod under 
section 18 of the Act, and that Uourt is herchy authorized to cancel or suspend certificates, 
submitting its proceedings in such cases for the confirmation of Government. The Port Com- 
missioners, or any person interested, may prefer such charges before the Vourt of Survey. 

7. Chapter V of the Act provides for the appointment of Receivers of 
Wreck. The Port Commissioners point out that Chapter V of the Indian Ports 
Act having been repealed, thoy have at present no legal power to doal with 
property wrecked, stranded, or recovered within the limits of their jurisdic 
tion. Tho Government of India does not object to the appointment of the 
‘Port Commissioners to be Receivers of Wreck within thoso limits under section 
75 of the Act, if it can be made Icgal for the Port Commissioners to accept 
the officc. As the Port Commissioners Act is now under amendment, no difficulty 
or delay need oscur in arranging this. Tho Port Officer will be appointed 
Receiver of Wreck within the limits of his jurisdiction as Conservator of the 
navigablo river and channels leading to the Port, along the scaface and channels 
of the Sunderbuns, as far as tho longitude of D'Apres Shoal, and along 
the coast west of the Hooghly as far as the limits of the Port of Subarnarekha 
in the Balasore district. ; . 

Chapter VI of the Act provides for tho inspection of ships with 
reget to lights and fog-signals under section 81. The Licutonant-Governor 
is pledsed ‘to appoint the Harbour Master and Deputy Conservator and his 

aRitarits to be Inspectors of such apparatus within tho limits of the Port of 


Caleutta.
